2 these days of speculations on the out- 
come of the great European war we 
sometimes hear the opinion expressed that 
in case the Allies should win the Katser 
might lose his crown. While there are no 
indications at this time that the Kaiser 1s 
mot able to cope successfully with his many 
adversaries in this unequal struggle, and 
the statement we hear has a figurative sig- 


standards. Since the kingdom of Prussia 
is only a member of the confederation, it 
would not do to make the Prussian in- 
signia, consisting of crown, orb, scepter, 
standard and sword, those of the Emperor.

The insignia of the new German Empire 
founded in 1871, after the Franco-Prussian 
War, exist only in designs or drawings, 
except the imperial eagle, which serves as 
an attribute of power and is placed upon 
the wall at the back of the imperial throne,

imperial dignity (the yellow im- 
perial hangings, with the imperial eagle 
crowned with the imperial crown) takes 
the place of the Prussian hangings. 

In 1871 Emperor Wilhelm I. issued de- 
termining rules concerning the insignia of 
the new empire. Instead of the earlier two- 
headed eagle, which recalled the German 
Kingdom and the Roman Empire, he placed 
the single-headed crowned eagle. The va- 
rious attributive symbols were designed 
under the direction of the chief master of 
ceremonies, Count Stillfried. As has been 
the case with many other of the coins and 
medallions of Prussian origin, the unsuc- 


(;erman 


cessful results were none the less marked 
here; compare, for instance, the first im- 
perial coin with those Germany has to-day. 

The eagle was too massive, its head too 
large; nor was the Prussian coat-of-arms 
upon it more artistic. The crown looked 
for all the world like a flower basket. 

Emperor Friedrich, who possessed a de- 
cided taste for the elegant in art, deputed 
in 1888 to Prof. K. E. Doepler, of Munich, 
the task of altering these designs, and 
through his instrumentality more beautiful 
lines have been incorporated in them. Soon 
after the new imperial coins appeared bear- 
ing the “heraldic” eagle. According to 
these drawings the imperial eagle appears 
black upon a golden shield. Both the 
tongue and claws are red. Upon its breast 
it bears a silver escutcheon on which ap- 
pears the crowned Prussian eagle holding 
the orb and scepter; its wings are laden 
with clover leaves, and upon its breast is 
stamped the shield of the Hohenzollerns. 

When the imperial eagle is soaring free 
—that is, outside of the golden shield, as 
is shown on the coins, seals, etc.—then the 
order of the black eagle with the chain 
envelops it, and above its head is sus- 
pended the imperial crown with two loosely 
flving golden ribbons. 

[he new imperial German crown, as it 
may some day be made, consists simply of 
a golden band for the forehead supple- 
mented by a gold brocade cap. About 
this are arranged four large and four small 
rounded fields. The larger ones each bear 
one large and two small diamond crosses; 
the smaller fields are each adorned with an 
imperial eagle set in diamonds, above which 
ranges an eight-cornered diamond star. 

From the four larger shields rise four 
bows sparkling with diamonds, bending 
gracefully toward the center and ending in 
leaf work upon which the blue and gold 
imperial orb finds a secure and safe resting 
place. This crown would be most certainly 
a magnificent work of art. The crowns for 
the Empress and Crown Prince of the Ger- 
man Empire are also designed, but none 
of these crowns has been executed. 

A few years ago Leopold Eberth, a well- 
known goldsmith of Munich, made a model 
for a German imperial crown, which is 
shown herewith. As will be seen, it de- 
viates somewhat from the designs furnished 
by Prof. Doepler as described above. It 
was executed in natural size with precious 
stones and pearls, and the eagles in enamel, 
but was exhibited merely as a model. 

When it is stated that the Kaiser has no 
crown as Emperor of Germany, it must not 
be understood to mean that he has not a 
crown as King of Prussia. As far as losing 
the threne of Germany is concerned, the 
Kaiser is thought to be too much admired 
by his people for such a thing to happen,

\t various times previous to its destruc- 
tion the tiara was made use of by the oc- 
cupants of the papal chair as collateral for 
loans made to them to enable them to meet 
the requirements of the temporal and mili- 
tary position they occupied. In the mean- 
time it had been variously enriched by gifts 
of jewels, etc, Pope Julius Il. having added 
to it an enormous balas ruby weighing 120 
carats. The same pontiff subsequently com- 
missioned Caradosco, the Milanese sculptor 
and numismatist, to make him a new tiara 
of unsurpassed magnificence and artistically 
embellished with precious stones of won- 
derful beauty. The cost of this tiara, 
cording to the statement of the Pope him- 
self, was about 10,000,000 francs ($1,930,- 
000). One emerald from this tiara, weigh- 
ing 440% carats, which was added to it by 
Pope Gregory XIII., was confiscated by the 
french and exhibited in the Museum of 
Natural History in Paris from 1798 until 
1805, when, by order of Napoleon, it was 
set in a superb tiara which he presented to 
the Pontiff. General Radet in 1809 took the

It may readily be imagined that, 1n spite 
of every effort to reduce the weight as 
much as possible, the Pope’s tiara is neither 
a light nor a comfortable head covering, 
especially for one advanced in years, and it 
is worn by His Holiness only on very spe- 
cial occasions. His investiture with it by 
the officiating cardinals on the occasion of 
his coronation is none the less an imposing 
and significant feature of the ceremony, 
and the crowned pontiff is hailed with en- 
thusiasm by the assembled multitude as the 
supreme head of the Roman Catholic 
Church. A representation of the tiara ap- 
pears on the papal seal and flag, and it Is 
regarded everywhere as peculiarly the dis- 
tinguishing insignia of the dignity and su- 
premacy of the occupant of the chair of 
St. Peter. At the coronation of Benedict 
XV. it was placed on the Pope’s head by 
the senior cardinal deacon, with the follow- 
ing address in Latin: “Receive the tiara 
ornamented with the three crowns. Re- 
member that thou art father of princes and 
kings, the rector of the world, the vicar on 
earth of our Saviour, Jesus Christ, Who is 
the honor and glory of all centuries.” 








An unusual question was presented in

Recent Decisions by the Board of 
United States General Appraisers 
of Interest to the Trade. 


Among the decisions rendered by the 
Board of United States General Appraisers 
at New York during the past week were 
the following: 

T. Beuttner & Co., et al., Chicago, pro- 
tested regarding the duty on imitation 
pearl beads, assessed as such by the Col- 
lector at 35 per cent. ad valorem under 
Par. 421 of the Act of 1909. The import- 
ers claimed that the merchandise are im1- 
tation pearls and are properly dutiable at 
20 per cent. ad valorem under Par. 449. 
Their protests, however, were overruled, 
and the Collector’s original classification af- 
firmed. 

G. W. Sheldon & Co., et al., Chicago, 
were overruled in their protest against the 
duty on a consignment of beads on which 
duty at 35 per cent. ad valorem was placed 
under Par. 421 of the Act of 1909. This, 
the importers claimed, was erroneous, and 
contended that the merchandise was en- 
titled to enter this Port as imitation pre- 
cious stones for use in the manufacture of 
jewelry at 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
Par. 449. As the Board, after hearing 
the testimony, failed to see where the mer- 
chandise is used in the manufacture of 
jewelry the Collector’s original classifica- 
tion was allowed to stand. 

In another protest Hammel, Riglander 
& Co.. New York, were overruled regard- 
ing the duty on jeweler’s lathes. These 
the Collector assessed at 45 per cent. ad 
valorem under Par. 199 of the Act of 1909 
as manufactures of metal. These lathes, 
the importers claimed, were properly duti- 
able at 30 per cent. under Par. 197 of the 
same act as machine tools. 

The A. Bader Co., et al., New York and 
Burlington, was upheld in its protest for a 
lower duty on hat pins and bracelets, com- 
mercially and commonly known as jewelry 
and assessed by the Collector at 85 per cent. 
ad valorem under Par. 448 of the Act of 
1909. The importer asked in its protest 
that the duty be placed at 60 per cent. 
ad valorem under the same paragraph, as 
it contended that the merchandise was en- 
titled to enter this Port under that classi- 
fication. The Board later reversed the Col- 
lector, and the duty was placed at the lower 
rate. 

Another instance in which the import- 
ers were again overruled was on a protest 
made by Abraham & Straus, et al., New 
York, regarding the duty on imitation pearl 


beads which the Collector assessed at 35 
per cent. ad valorem under Par. 421 of 


the Act of 1909. This figure, the import- 
ers contended, was erroneous, and claimed 
that the merchandise was entitled to enter 
this Port as imitation pearl beads, includ- 
ing pearls and parts thereof, for use in the 
manufacture of jewelry at 20 per cent. ad 
valorem under Par. 449. As this merchan- 
dise was similar to that over which a pre- 
vious protest had been made by Lorsch & 
Co., et al.. and in which case the Court 
of Customs Appeals decided against the 
importers, the Board failed to uphold the 
protest, and held that the merchandise was 
within the terms of the paragraph set forth 
by the Collector. 


\. & H. Veith were among those sus- 
tained by the Board in a number of pro- 
tests effecting a large variety of beaded 


goods upon which the Collector levied duty 
in some instances at 60 per cent. ad valorem 
as beaded articles and in others at 45 per 
cent. ad valorem as manufactures in chief 
value of metal or Judge Sullivan, 
in passing on the protest, granted a rate 
of 35 per cent. ad valorem on some of the 
inerchandise as beads or spangles, and at 
0 per cent. ad valorem on the other goods 
under the button provision of the old tariff 
law. 

In another protest relating to the classi- 
fication of small jewelry boxes composed 
of gallaith and metal, Gimbel Bros., New 
York, were sustained. Duty by the Col- 
lector was taken at the rate of 85 per cent. 
ad valorem under the old law as articles of 
personal adornment. The importers claimed 
that as metal predominates in the make-up 
of the goods, duty should be levied at 45 
per cent, ad valorem. The Board agreed, 
and the duty was placed at the lower figure. 

Ff. L. Kraemer & Co. were also among 
the importers‘ who failed in their protest 
on a consignment of plain brass snaps with 
a ring or ball at the ends to which to at- 
tach a cord, necklace clasps in the form of 
a bead and evidently intended for beaded 
necklaces, and jet colored snaps on which 
the Collector took duty at 60 per cent. ad 
valorem as parts of jewelry. This tax, the 
importers claimed, was excessive, and con- 
tended that the articles, as manufactures 
of metal, were entitled to enter this Port 
at 45 per cent. ad valorem. The Board, 
however, failed to agree with the import- 
ers, and the Collector in his original classi- 
fication was affirmed. 

Kaufman, Aron & Warshauer, New 
York, were partially sustained in their pro- 
test regarding the duty on millinery orna- 
ments and hatpins. The hatpins, which 
were assessed by the Collector at 60 per 
cent. ad valorem under Par. 434, are de- 
scribed as having glass and metal tops fac- 
eted and as being commonly and commer- 
cially known as jewelry. The Collector, in 
assessing the millinery ornaments at 45 per 
cent. ad valorem under Par. 100, reports 
that these articles are composed of black 
glass in imitation of jet, the surfaces of 
which have been ground or cut for pur- 
poses of ornamentation and assessed as cut 
or ground glass. The importers, however, 
protested, and claimed that both articles 
were entitled to enter this port at 45 per 
cent. ad valorem under Par. 112 or 193 of 
the Act of 1897. The claim regarding the 
hatpins was, however, overruled, the Board 
having found that they were properly as- 
sessed by the Collector. As to the orna- 
ments, however, it was found that on in- 
spection they were composed of imitation 
jet and metal. In view of this fact, duty 
was reversed and placed at the lower rate. 

The New York Merchandise Co. was 
also upheld in its protest regarding the tax 
placed on hatpins reported by the Collector 
to be made of brass, plated and set with 


paste. 


imitation precious stones, commonly known 
as jewelry, and assessed by him at &5 per 
cent. ad valorem under Par. 448 of the Act 
of 1909. The importer contended that the 
merchandise was properly dutiable at 60 


per cent. ad valorem under the same para-

Another instance in which the importers 
were sustained in their protest was in the 
case of B. Altman & Co. against the duty 
on lace pins having violet-colored imitation 
pearl heads and gold-plated shafts. These 
were assessed by the Collector at 60 per 
cent. ad valorem under the provisions for 
the manufactures of glass or metal. The 
goods, it was claimed, were entitled to enter 
this Port at 45 per cent. ad valorem as 
plated jewelry under the provisions for 
manufactures of glass or metal. The Col- 
lector’s decision was later reversed. 

Strawbridge & Clothier, Philadelphia, 
Pa.. were successful in their protest for 
lower duty on hatpins, pendants and collar 
sets made of brass and set with paste in 
imitation of precious stones, and assessed 
by the Collector at 85 per cent. ad valorem 
as articles of personal adornment. The im- 
porters contended that this figure was er- 
roneous. claiming that the merchandise was 
properly dutiable at 60 per cent. ad va- 
lorem. The Board reversed the Collector’s 
original classification.

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Robbers Loot Factory of P. H. Locklin 
& Sons, New York, and Escape 
with Property Worth $1,000. 


The factory of P. H. Locklin & Sons, 
gold and silver smiths, 36 Gold St., New 
York, was robbed Tuesday night Dec. 22, 
of gold and silver cane and umbrella han- 
dles, novelties, and a quantity of gold, sil- 
ver and platinum, valued in all at about $1,- 
000. Entrance to the factory was gained 
by way of a fire escape and back window, 
and the police are now working in an at 
tempt to find some clue which will lead to 
the arrest of the thieves. 

The office and factory of the firm is lo- 
cated on the second floor of the loft build- 
ing and is in the heart of the jewelry man- 
facturing district of New York. A narrow 
alley behind the building ends in a court 
and is unlighted, affording a most excel- 
lent opportunity for the robbers to work 
without detection, as the locality is one 
seldom frequented at night. From the fire 
escape, it was an easy matter to reach the 
second floor, where the iron shutters were 
released. and the window, which had evi- 
dently been left unlocked, raised, thus of- 
fering easy access to the plant, Once in- 
side the building the robbers went to work 
in a systematic manner and coilected a 
considerable quantity of the finest gold 
mountings, novelties and other. valuable 
articles. 

A small safe in the factory containing 
about $500 worth of raw gold and silver 
was evidently the object of attention, but 
was not opened, although it bears marks. A 
platinum anode in the same room was tak- 
en from a wire and the platinum, which 
was valued at about $80, was_ stripped 
from it. 

Between the factory and the office in the 
front the doors were left unlocked and in 
the office are two safes which were not 
broken into, although it is evident that the 
thieves started work upon the larger one. 
A sample trunk belonging to John Locklin 
was forced open and its contents rifled. A 
number of drawers in a cabinet were also 
opened and a selection made of the finest 
mountings. 

The work was evidently that of men who 
were familiar with the business, as the stuff 
taken was of the finest quality, although 
roll containing 14 pieces of gold-filled stock 
is also missing. A tin tobacco box which 
contained copper filings was also found t 
be emptv and the contents missing. It is b 


lieved that in the hurry of escaping the 
thieves took the fiings thinking that the 


material was gold. 

A part of a large candle which had been 
in the office prior to the robbery was found 
to have been used by the thieves and 
matches were scattered about the floor in 
the office and factory Handles of um 


brellas and canes which were fitted with 


gold were taken from the office into the 
factory and stripped, and a number of ivory 


handles which were left behind were found 


smashed and useless. 

John Locklin, who was the last to leav 
the establishment, thought that he heard a 
noise in the factory before leaving, but 
found nothing wrong. He had been at 
work later than usual because of the hou 


day rush and had locked a quantity of the 


valuable merchandise in the safe before 
leaving. The night watchman visited the 
establishment at 8.30 p. m. and tried the 
door, but discovered nothing wrong. 

I'he robbery was discovered by the fore- 
man of the factory when he arrived to open 
the shop last Wednesday morning. As soon 
as Mr, Locklin reached his office he notified 
the police and headquarter detectives were 
sent to the scene of the robbery, but so far 
no clues have been found which would help 
the detectives. A finger-print expert worked 
tor three hours in an attempt to get photo- 
eraphic reproductions of finger prints, but 
was unsuccessful, as it is believed that the 
robbers worked with gloved hands. N: 
tools of any kind were found, which did 
not belong in the factory. The crooks used 
‘uch articles as they needed from the fac- 
tory benches. Both the clock in the fac- 
tory and the one in the office were stopped 
at &.10 p. m., and a considerable quantity 
of loot was found collected in the factory 
ready to be carried away. This lends color 
to the belief that the thieves were inter- 
rupted in their work and beat a hasty re 
treat. 

Mr. Locklin is of the opinion that the 
noise which he heard in the factory just 
before going home may have been the men 
at work on the shutter and that probably 
they waited until all was quiet before re- 
suming their task. 

The umbrella handles and canes which 
were engraved were left behina, the thieves 
selecting only those which bore no engrav 
ng of any kind. All of the pieces, are, 
however, marked with the trade-mark of 
the firm. It is the head of a dragon, with 
in which is an Old English letter “L” and 
below which is the word “quality.” If any 
of the stolen articles are offered for sale 
intact, it should be an easy matter to iden- 
tify them from this mark. Pawnbrokers 
and jewelers throughout the country are 
asked to be on the lookout and report to 
the firm at once if articles of this kind are 
offered for sale by suspicious characters. 
it is feared, however, that the gold may be 
melted before being sold. A traveling bag 
belonging to Mr. Lockiin is missing, and it 
is believed that it was used to carry away 
some of the loot. 

Because of the fact that many workers 
are now out of employment, it is thought 
that perhaps someone acquainted with the 
trade in which the firm is engaged com- 
mitted the robbery, as the work is evidently 
that of men familiar with the jewelry and 


silversmithing business.

(HicaGo, Dec. 24.—Referee in Bankrupt- 
cy Eastman has made a report to Judge 
Landis of the United States District Court 
in this city, upon the proposed settlement in 
bankruptcy of Isaac Cohen, doing a jewel- 
ry business as I. Cohen, at 1518 S. Halsted 
St.. refusing to contirm the composition 
agreed to between the creditors and the 
bankrupt. Mr. Cohen had offered his cred- 
itors a settlement of So per cent., consisting 
ot 20 per cent. to be paid in cash and three 
notes of five per cent. each aiter a petition 
in bankruptcy had been filed against him. 
The offer was accepted by the majority ol 
the creditors both in number and amount 
of those whose claims had been filed and 
allowed. and $13,600 was deposited with 
the Clerk of the Court for the payment ot 
the first instalment. 

Referee Eastman in his report says that 
the amount filed is not sufficient to cover 
the costs and fees to be paid under the 
composition and to pay the claims having 
priority, as weil as to pay the creditors the 
amount due them under the terms of the 
composition.

Death of Benjamin W. Stillwell. 

PROVIDENCE, R. [., Dec. 26.—Benjamin W. 
Stillwell, one of the oldest and best known 
journeyman jewelers in this city and for 
more than three score years actively en- 
caged in the business, died Monday morn- 
ing at his home, 105 Narragansett Boule- 
vard, Edgewood, a suburb of Providence, 
in his 80th year. His death was due to 
hardening of the arteries. 

Mr. Stillwell attended to his business 
duties up to the very day that he died. He 
arose as usual Monday morning and was 
stricken while dressing to go to his work. 
A short time later he was dead. The fu- 
neral was held Wednesday afternoon from 
his late home and was attended by a large 
number of former business associates, in- 
cluding a large delegation from Dutee Wil- 
cox & Co.’s establishment, where he was 
employed for more than half a century. 

Mr. Stillwell was born in Providence 
on Aug. 31, 1835. After a common school 
education he learned the jewelry trade in 
the shop of Samuel Allen on Canal St., 
beginning his apprenticeship in 1853. After 
serving his apprenticeship of four years, 
he was employed as a journeyman in mak- 
ing gold-filled rings. Shortly afterward 
he entered the employ of Wilcox, Bartelle

New York Jeweler Sustains Heavy Loss 
and Severe Burns from Fire of 
Unknown Origin, 

A tire of unknown origin was discovered 
in the basement of the building occupied by 
Charles Schultz, a jeweler at 118 E. 59th 
St.. New York, last Friday, which caused 
between $20,000 and $30,000 damages to the 
jeweler’s establishment and stock. As the 
result of burns inflicted by the flames Mr. 
Schuliz is now confined in the Flower Hos- 

pital on 63d St. 

About 8 o’clock on Christmas night Mr. 
Schultz and his wife, who live in the rear 
of the store, felt an intense heat and did 
not know where it came from. Thinking 
that perhaps the janitor of the house had 
stirred up the fire in the furnace they paid 
no attention to the overheated atmosphere. 
After several minutes the heat became so 
intense that Mr. Schultz decided to inves- 
tigate. He thereupon walked to the cellar 
entrance and upon opening the door flames 
shot up from below. 

The jeweler immediately turned in an 
alarm, and when he returned to his shop 
the place was in flames. Fearing for the 
safety of his wife, whom he had left in 
the store, Schultz plunged into the burn- 
ing building in an effort to save her. Dur- 
ing the jeweler’s absence, however, his wife 
had escaped by a back door and was con- 
fined in the yard, where she was later 
rescued by her neighbors. Schultz un- 
knowingly searched through the store and 
apartment for his wife. When the jeweler 
was finally rescued from the burning store 
l.e was suffering from a number of painful 
and serious burns about the head and 
hands. An ambulance was immediately 
summoned and he was removed to the 
‘lower Hospital, where for many hours 
he remained in a stupor. The doctors be- 
lieve that Schultz, whose eyes were also 
badly burned, will regain his sight. 

As the store was open for business on 
Christmas the jeweler’s full stock of 
jewelry and diamonds was on display. The 
fire spread with such rapidity that the 
jeweler was/‘unable to place any of the 
merchandise in the safe, and as a result 
suffered a heavy loss. The lower part of 
the building was completely gutted, and it 
was not until the firemen had battled 
with the flames for over a half hour that 
they finally succeeded in getting it under 
control. Although the origin of the fire 
is still unknown, it is believed to have been 
started by defective insulation of one of 
the electric wires, or it may have resulted 
from an overheated furnace.

until it quit business. 

Phroughout his life, Mr. Hughes took a 
deep interest in the silverware trade and 
all that pertained to it. He was the first 
man in the industry to make a collection 
f silverware marks, and for years this 
collection was the court of final resort for 
all those hunting the works of the old 
makers. When he retired he turned the 
marks over to THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR, to

tion as to precious stones is one of the 
most disagreeable elements with which the 
jewelry trade at large has to contend, and 
the worst of the situation lies in the fact 
that this tendency is not confined to “yel- 
low journals” but seems to be prevalent 
throughout the offices of even the most 
careful and reputable metropolitan jour- 
nals as well as those which are noted for 
their general inaccuracy. What is more, 
no matter how often this fault 1s called to 
the attention of the editors in charge the 
condition continues without abatement; and 
it makes no difference how inaccurate or 
silly a story may be, if it is based upon a 
superstition as to precious stones that can 
be played up in an interesting way it will 
be published without question or without 
any attempt at verification whatsoever. 

One of the latest offenders in this regard 
is the New York Times, which recently 
published a full column under the head ot 
“Split Opal May End Belgium’s Ill-Luck,” 
going on to describe how an “opal watch” 
which had been presented to the Belgian 
Relief Fund had split in pieces of its own 
accord. Although the story stated that this 
jewel, worth $5,000, had been presented 
anonymously and no one in the Belgian 
Relief Headquarters knew who had pre- 
sented it, the writer went on to tell the 
history of the jewel and describe in detatl 
how it had brought ill-luck to everyone into 
whose hands it had come. After a harrow- 
ing tale of misfortune piled upon misfor- 
tune which had followed the owners of the 
stone, the writer tells how the last owner 
was induced to present it to the Belgian 
fund as she was on the way to undergo a 
serious operation. After the presentation 
had been made, said the story, the former 
owner continued on her way, only to find 
from the physician that there was nothing 
the matter with her, and she recovered her 
health in a few days. The writer then in- 
fers that the malevolent influence of the 
stone would have continued with the Bel- 
gian Relief Fund, but before it could have 
been sold for the fund it was discovered 
that the opal had split of its own accord. 

Outside of the wild fairy tale of mistor- 
tune as to the opal there was an element 
of trade interest in the statement that the 
opal had disintegrated, and THE JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR started an investigation to find 
out how much truth there was in it or 
what might have been the facts on which 
such a story could have been based. No 
one in the Belgian Relief Headquarters 
could give the reporter any information 
and he was referred to a press agent and 
back again to the headquarters, until finally 
it was admitted by those who were said to 
know about the story that they had abso- 
lutely no facts to give out; that they did 
not know of the opal or of any history 
connected therewith. 

As a press agent’s story to call attention 
to the fact that donations of jewelry were 
being given to the Belgian Relief Fund this 
mav have been considered a good piece of 
work by the writer, and the imaginary tale 
of ill-luck and the final climax based upon 
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an apparent absurdity (of the opal disinte- 
grating of its own accord) may have been

notice 1n no way indicated that these sta- 
istics were compiled by the Board, but the 
daily papers in taking the matter up treat- 
ed it as if the determination of 10 per cent. 
as the cost of doing business had been de- 
termined by the Board’s investigation. Asa 
matter of fact, the 10 per cent. for the cost 
referred to was department store pay-roll 

and not cost of doing business, and 
the Board’s notice simply referred to the 
statistics in the way of indicating to the 
jeweler the necessity of finding the exact 
cost of doing business and not continuing 
on the “guess-work” plan. 

The fact that the daily papers took the 
subject up, adding error upon error, and 
creating the impression that the National 
Jewelers Board of Trade had determined 
10 per cent. as the cost of doing business 
is most unfortunate, and the misinforma- 
tion in these articles will probably continue 
to be published from time to time to the 
annoyance of the jewelry trade as a whole. 
[he jeweler can therefore do himself and 
his industry a favor by correcting the mis- 
statement whenever it appears, as it 1s 
bound to work to the 
trade should the public ever get the im- 
pression that the retail jewelers can do 
business on a 10 per cent. basis.

Jewelers, it seems, do not emphasize 
the badge and emblem department enough 
One large concern makes a specialty of the 
work, and fills orders not only in the 
United States but in Canada as well. A re- 
cent announcement was worded as follows:

Well-Informed Clerks. 





HERE is perhaps nothing that 1im- 
presses a casual customer more than 
to enter a shop where the assistants are 
obliging, courteous and well informed, says 
Notions and Fancy Goods. The writer 
knows a case where a lady passes half a 
dozen stores every shopping day because 
the merchant about three blocks away says 
“Good morning” so pleasantly and always 
keeps his promises as to deliveries. 

Do your clerks know the talking points 
of the goods they sell? Are they sufh- 
ciently well posted to tell customers exactly 
how to use them or why they are better 
than others? You should have some defi- 
nite system of instructing your clerks. 
Once a week give them a drilling in some 
new line you have just added—not forget- 
ting the old, familiar goods which are 
often neglected. Then let the different 
salesmen who visit the store talk to them 
awhile and give the selling arguments and 
reasons why. 

All this may take a little time, but you 
will be well recompensed. Do not keep a 
grouchy clerk, at any cost. Courtesy pays 
big dividends. Give particular attention to 
the women customers; let your assistants 
understand they must be polite at all times, 
even when dealing with chronic kickers.

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The Salesman’s Ability to Sell His Own Services.

te the salesman’s employer it 1s prob- 
ably of more importance that he be 
able to sell goods than that he possess al- 
most any other ability. 

But to the salesman 
important thing is his ability to sell him- 
self, to sell his services to an employer 
and the ability to sell yourself will be 
found to be in, direct proportion to your 
ability to sell goods. Just as a salesman 
Can always get rid of the goods if he does 
not care how much they bring, just as he 
can always make a sale of an article even 
to a man who does not want one, if he will 
put the price low enough, on the same 
basis he can always sell his services if he 
pays no attention tc getting a profitable 
price for them. Getting the top-of-the- 
market price, however, for the service re- 
quires ability to sell yourself and even 
more the ability to deliver the goods after- 
ward as per contract. 

Selling your services so they will stay 
sold is like selling any kind of goods so 
they will stay sold and give satisfaction. 

The first step in the effort to sell your 
services is to take a careful inventory of 
those services, of your various abilities, 
and to find out what they ought to be 
worth to an employer. You should know 
how your capabilities compare with those 
of others with whom you will be con- 
trasted.

If the services you have to sell have not 
merit, if your goods are not up to stande- 
ard, it will avail little that you may have 
a sufficiently glib tongue to make the sale. 
The goods will not stay sold. They will 
come back on your hands; your services 
will not be retained unless they prove to 
be worth the price. 

A sale of your time and services is not 
a sale unless it is profitable for your em- 
ployer as well as for yourself. It is not a 
satisfactory sale unless your emplover 
makes money by it. The sales manager 
does not hire salesmen simply to give them 
jobs. He hires them in order to make 
money by having them working for him. 

Before you set out to sell yourself, see 
that you are competent to make money for 
the man you would like to have employ 
you, and see that you know all of the ways 
in which you can serve him so you will 
be able to present your selling arguments 
in good order. To ask for a job with 
no plausible reason to give your prospect- 
ive employer is practically asking him to 
take you as inexperienced labor and teach 
you the business. .Of course he will not 
do this unless he ts absolutely compelled 
to have your services for want of a better 
applicant. And as a rule there 1s no lack 
of applicants who have more or less fitness 
for the position. 

The fact that you want the position is 
never any reason why it should be given 


to you any more than the fact that you 
have been with a concern so many years 
is in itself a reason for their advane:ng 





your pay. How many people would you 
expect would buy from you merely because 
you wanted to sell to them? All the 
ness you could get on that basis would not 
pay tor the depreciation on a sample trunk. 

You must have something to sell and 
you must be able to tell what it is. And 
the way in which you present your selling 
arguinents is very important. To walk up 
to a sales manager’s desk and say, “Do you 
want to get a salesman? I’m looking for 
a job. I’d make a good man for you,” 
would get

man, do you?”

lf you have something to sell, get it be- 
fore your prospective buyer as quickly as 
you can in as few words as you can, so 
he will find himself interested in the prop- 
osition and considering it before he has 
had time to say “No” with his mouth. 

Suppose you say, “Mr. Black, your line 
ought to be a strong seller in such and such 
a section. ! am personally acquainted with 
over a hundred prospective buyers right 
around my city. Have you a man covering 
that territory now?” If Mr. Black has that 
territory well covered he may not care to 
think of putting a new man on it, but it is 
not impossible that your number of pros- 
pects may be considerably larger than he 
realized were there, greater by a good deal 
than his present salesman is visiting. If 
your statement does not open his eyes with 
regard to the field, 3 will at least open his 
eyes to the fact that his applicant is a man 
who knows something besides the necessity 
for getting a job. Jf that territory is fully 
covered, some other territory may not be, 
and the sales manager who finds an appli- 
cant informed about one field and sharp 
enough to put his information to the fore, 
will probably realize that such a man can 
get information about other territory. 

Of course it is necessary for you to 
study the proposition carefully if you ex- 
pect to be in a position to give the sales 
manager any information that he does not 
already have at his finger tips. Find out 
all you can about the work that might be 
done in the position you seek. Find out 
particularly what might be done that 1s not 
being done. Men who employ salesmen 
are not spending their time hunting for 
men who want jobs; they are looking for 
men who can wcerease the business. 
Salesmen who can take orders from reg- 
ular customers and perhaps hold what busi- 
ness has already been developed are not 
so hard to get. But salesmen who can pro- 
duce new business, who can make the trade 
in their territory grow, are not found every 
day. If you can suggest ability along that 
line when you are looking for a buyer for 
your services you ought to have no trouble 
in making the sale.

NOW LEDGE of human nature 1s very 
essential in selling goods of all kinds, 
as everyone knows. No sensible salesman 
would treat all persons alike. Many cus- 
tomers who. frequently make extensive 
purchases when their good-will is once se- 
cured must in the beginning be handled 
most gingerly. Some customers are very 
crabbed, and any obtrusiveness on the part 
of a salesman, in his efforts to thrust goods 
upon them, will be repulsed, to the detri- 
ment of the concern. These people must 
be allowed to feel that they are making 
their own Their vanity must 
be appealed to. 

Men, wonderfully strong in business of 
various kinds, are equally as weak in any- 
thing that concerns their vanity. lhe wise 
man will often sell the crabbed man a big 
bill of goods by simply appealing to him 
properly. Too much talk would have no 
effect in making the sale to a person of 
this character. 

When a customer 
specific—e. g., is a stone of

and a salesman displays something else, if 
he is a man of quick apprehension, busi- 
nesslike and masterful he will certainly 
give vent to his irritability in no small de- 
gree. People want what they ask for, and 
if it is not in stock they should be told so. 
[t is wonderful, indeed, what a difference 
exists among salesmen. Notwithstanding 
all the training facilities for good selling, 
there is still much room for improvement.

By pinching off the pin would be crushed 
in front; in tearing off J devised a means 
whereby the shortening of the pivot is ef- 
tected entirely without raising a burr. For 
this purpose the end of the pin is caught 
with a nippers and held just tight enough 
to prevent its turning between the jaws. 
lf with the pin tongs a few vigorous twists 
are given, the pin breaks off smooth with 
the jaws without a burr. By this means it 
can be fitted without difficulty. Slowly 
piece by piece 1s torn off until the pivot 
fits exactly in the drill hole. 

Then both parts are again made per- 
fectly free from oil. The wheel is grasped 
firmly but lightly in the left hand, the pin 
introduced with the right and turned in 
the drilled hole backward and forward, 
holding the pin tongs in like manner lightly 
between the fingers and making slow, short 
turns of at most half a revolution. In the 
meantime we shall feel how the pivot sucks 
and rubs more and more on the walls of 
the drill hole, until we finally note that it 
is seated so firm that it would have to be 
torn loose. If we have worked without 
actual force and feeling both parts loosely, 
we may rest assured that the pivot is per- 
fectly straight and is set so fast that even 
with the best of will it cannot be brought 
out. 

To prevent at the last moment that the 
pivot, in separating it from the pin, will be 
distorted, this separation must also be ef- 
fected by tearing off, the wheel being sus- 
pended free and untouched beyond the 
jaws of the nippers, whereas the pin tongs 
are energetically twisted. 

I now place the pivot in a rest of the 
Jacot tool that 1s of such size that a sharp 
polishing file at first barely takes hold, and 
pass slowly from rest to rest until the pivot 
is completely polished off. If we always 
allow, in doing this, a little space between 
arbor collet and pivot bearing, and are 
careful that the surface of the polishing file 
is properly sharp while the sloping edge 
hardly takes hold, we shall find that the 
portion of the sloping collet flattened be- 
fore drilling has been re-formed and that 
the whole has taken such a polish that even 
with the aid of a iens one can find no trace 
f£ the work. If, in polishing, a smaller 
bearing is not taken until the polishing file 





does not take hold at all with the previous 
one, and at the same time careful touch is 
maintained with the old pivot taper, we can 
rest assured that the new pivot will run 
true to a hair. 

Those who pfoceed in the manner above 
described will soon effect their purpose in 
the shortest period, so that in the case of 
a badly worn pivot they would sooner drill 
in a new one than refinish the old one and 
bush the hole. In the same manner, with 
a cylinder plug they will prefer to drill in 
a new pivot rather than take the risk, in 
driving out the old plug, of destroying the 
entire cylinder or of distorting the central 
portion of the balance. At first the work 
may proceed somewhat slowly, but the 24- 
line watches, with their excellent jewels 
and everlastingly worn-out  third-wheel 
pivots, will furnish opportunity enough for 
practise in this art.

Some Interestiag Watch Trials. 





HE following tables were among those 

compiled by M. F. Bookwalter, Spring- 
field, O., from comparisons of watches, 
while running, with the Washington Naval 
Observatory radio time signals, which were 
transmitted at night by the Arlington sta- 
tion. They were received by wireless with- 
in Mr. Bookwalter’s residence. 

The watches employed for observa- 
tions were those of a well-known watch 
manufacturer of Geneva. It will be ob- 
served that the periods of time are eight 
in number, five days to each period, thus 
enabling one to obtain a more reliable per- 
formance. Tables 100 and 101 differ from 
those of 102, 103, 104 and 105, the latter 
being compiled later. Their difference is 
in the addition of the mean adjustment 
error column in the latter tables, and in 
the omission of the column for months and 
for slow (S) and fast (Ff). 

It is easily observed that the numeral 60 
is exactly correct time by the seconds hand 
circle, and that any numeral less or more 
than 60 indicates that the watch is either 
slow or fact. The extent of both are read- 
ily ascertained by the difference above and 
below 60. 

This method daily rate more 
easily and with the less likelihood of any 
error in the signs.
